MORE AID TO CHINA? 
Gen. Clare Chcnnault la' admittedly pre- 
judiced In the Chlneae natlonallata' favor, but 
he certainly Icnowa hb China. He has fought 
with the Chinese and llYed with them for 
years. He knows the country and the people, 
their atrengths and their weaknesses. So It la 
probably a presumption even to question his 
recommendations of policy toward China. 

Yet we find It hard to see how they would 
save that country from communism. There 
lE nothing novel In the general's proposed 
Kolutlon. He would have the United States 
iindertnke a new program of military and 
economic assistance. He e.ittmatcs the cost at 
S350,O0O,OOO a year. How he arrived at this 
figiiro he does not say. But his guess Is prob- 
ably as good as anyone's. 

He docs not suggest that American troops 
be sent to China. But he points out that there 
are atlll available "vast stockpiles of arms 
arid materlais lying" In the Philippines ond 
Pacific bases." With these, he- told a senate 
commlttca, "a new Chinese resistance may 
yet be armed." 

"The thing locking In China," General 
Chcnnault said, "Is a reasonable hope oi de- 
fensive victory to give the will to resist. This 
we can create If we choose." 

If that Is tht only thing needed to turn 
the tide In China, then w« should certainly 
choose to oreate It. But If one may form a re- 
mote-control opinion from news accounts of 
the Chineae civil war. It would seem that 
there could be other obstacles to a nationalist 
aurvlval. 

Thli opinion Is based on the auumptlon 
that the news accounts ore accurate. If thoy 
are, then the nationalists started out the war 
with modem American equipment superior In 
quality and quantity to the communists'. A 
Ysst amount of that equipment has now fallen 
Into eoumunist hands. Have we any assur- 
imce that by providing millions' worth of fur- 
ther equipment America could revive a will 
to resist and reverse the whole picture? 

There have been fairly recent stories of 
rifts between the nationalist groups headed 
by .Qenerallsslmo. Cblo^ and acting Presi- 
dent Li There hav* been storljis of war-weary 
dtles which toolc truce negotiations out of 
the government's hands and made peace with 
the eommunlits t^emaelres. And, of oourse, 
there are the old stories of a corrupt gov- 
•mmcnt which cannot have mode the sorry 
lot ol the average Chinese any easier' 

Something must be done In the east, and 
any suggestion for on American policy there 
la better than none. But It does aeem that 
[ there should be as careful a check ai pos- 
■ slWe on the contention thot'morc matcrlEil 
" ahl from vx will solve China's problems. 
America has already spent many millions 
for that purpose In what, up to now. has been 
a losing operation.

On the landing ot the grand stair- 
case the plaster Is chipped away, 
and on the ancient tMoms ore the 
marks of the tire of 1SI3, when tho 
British burned the Prealdenfa man^ 
si on that had scarcely been oocU' 
pled. After that /Jre only a wnall 
part of the original walls was left 
standing, but the rebuilding began 
with that tragmenL 

Down In the basement, tn what 
woa Uie old kitchen and In/later 
yetira become a servants' dl/ilng 
room, a a big, plain old fireplace 
made of the some stone as the 
walls. Tlia atone In tho fire- 
has never been painted and 
an aee ILi original color— a 
kind ot sandy shade— and feel the 
rough_ texture. 

You're right, Congressman Can- 
non; It Isn't vary good stone. The 
legend Is that It came from a Quar- 
ry owned by Oeorge Washington. 

In the room that was Lincohi's 
office ond In recent years was a bed- 
room with the big. old Lincoln bed 
In It, Is a fireplace with a amall 
bronio plaque on tlie mantel, it 
reads, "In this room Abraham Lin- 
coln signed tho emancipation proc- 
lamation of January 1, 18S3, whereby 
four million slaves wero given their 
freedom and slavery was forover 
prohibited In the United SUtca." 

The walls -of tlie oval study next 
door have heard so many secrets; 
looked down on so much sorrow and 
Joy and hope und fear.- It was here 
during tho Inst war that Franklin 
RooMvelt met with tho leaders- 
Churchill, Marshall. King, Leahy 
and tlie others — who wero directing 
Uie mo,il torrlblc conflict In history. 

You don't need very much Imag- 
ination lo people these empty rooms 
with the ghosLi of the past. Old 
John (Julncy Adams, Inflexible, un- 
yielding, stalks past, and Impetuous 
Andrew Jackion. This wan where 
Andrew Johnson went through his 
long ordeal after the tragedy ot 
Lincoln's assassination. 
Here tho noisy, vigorous children
